Heroes Laid 


In State 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Two 
nameless heroes of World War II 
and Korea returned to their na­ 
tive soil today and were laid in 
state in the Capitol rotunda amid 
the highest honors the repuolic 
can bestow. 
Both houses cf Congress, t h e 
Supreme 
Court, 
the diplomatic 
corps and the highest officer's of 
all the military services joined in 
a simple, wordless six - minute 
ceremony as the flag - draped 
caskets were carried up the Cap­ 
itol’s east steps and placed atop 
black covered catafalques beneath 
the enormous dome.
